ern Securities company, enjoining the 
company from voting the stock of the 
Northern

or Great Northern 


Railway companies but allowing the re- 
turn of sucli stock as had been delivered 
to Unit holding company. The opinion 
was unanimous, all four judges concur- 
ring, but ihe opinion was written by 
Judge Tlmyer. The substance of the or- 
der is in the decree, which i* as follows:

After reciting that the 
southern states have taken steps to cir- 
cumvent national legislation giving suf- 
frage to negroes, the report commends 
that congress be asked to take up the. 
question without a moment's delay. 


It recommends also that this body be. 


asked to e-jt down southern representa- 
tion and that a large sum of money be- 
appropriated to 'test the validity of the 
recently adopted cor.atitptions in^Alaba- 
ma, Virginia and other states in 
the 


south.

They catch the ants by stamping 
on the aut hills, nnd when the ants run 
up thenr legs they catch them and eat 
them raw, but the larger ones arc saved 
and dried in the sun or roasted. Lizards 
are roasted like snakes and are very nice, 
the meat being whiter tha.n that of the 
chicken. Lizards' eggs are eaten, as by 
other tribes in the world. I never saw 
the lizard eaten in South America, but 
they eat the eggs down there. 


The children »nd women are not con- 


sidered much and when they die. the re- 
mains are rolled up in some rags and 
buried. The men arc buried like mum- 
mies with their knees up to the head and 
arms ti«d to sides. Then the body is 
rolled up in bark {or bark cloth) and 
buried in. a hole, but they have a monu- 
ment of logs erected over the grave. 


The ornaments are queer, that is, they 


pierce the nose in the center and put 
through a pin, made, of bone, so as to 
stand ont on each side of the nose, but 
above all the queerest ornament is the 
scars. They cut the breast, arm or leg 
with a flint stone, and keep the sore 
from healing up by putting in some dirt, 
etc.. and keep picking at the wound so 
as to not let it heal up for some months, 
by this way, vrheri it does heal up it 
forms great" ridges and this scar is their 
greatest ornament. The men have all 
the wives they want, nnd young girls 
marry at 10 years of age. and never re- 
main" single over 10 years of age.

Steamer Southward Buffeted by Successlo 


of Gales Fifteen Days—Famine In 


Steornge. 


NEW YORK, April 7.—The Red stea- 


mer Southward Capt. Dann arrived at 
ler dock today from Antwerp, after a 
rolonged passage of fifteen days in whioli 
she encountered terrific weather. Gale 
after gale came in constant session. Her 
t>est day's run was 284 knots, while 123 
was the low limit of speed on March 28. 
Severe gales with high seas prevailed 
throughout the passage. Gaptain Dann 
says ihe Southward sustained no damage 
and the only casualty was the death of 
a child in the steerage of acute pneu- 
monia. 


Because of the delay there was a fa- 


mine in the steerage according to the 
passengers. .On the second day of the 
famine in. the steerage, passengers enter- 
ed the second saloon pantry and looted 
it. After this the second cabin was com- 
pelled to give up part of its rations to 
the steerage. Chief Stewart Orchardson 
said it was trno he had no bread for the 
steerage in nine days and added "It was 
not my fault.' I wanted to stock the 
ship with sufficient rations." He would 
not say who prevented him from doing 
;his. The steerage passengers »fty that 
they only had potatoes for food the last 
day. They insisted that the Southward's 
angines were not in. condition to go to

RACIAL SUPREMACY IN MACE- 


DONIA. 


A recent writer on the Macedonian 


situation gives this picture of the feuds 
now existing there: "The struggle for 
racial supremacy between Slav and Hel- 
lene, a struggle as old as the hills, is 
here identified with and embittered, by ' 
the religious strife which rages between 
the followrs of the Bulgarian exarch, 
and those, of the Greek patriarch—the 
schismatic and the orthodox parties. 
This animosity pervades and poisons all 
the relations of life, private no less than 
public. A Greek will on 
no account 


speak to or shake hands with a Bulgar. 
Nor will a Bulpnr patronize a shop kept 
by a Greek. The antipathy between tha 
two nationalities amounts almost to 
physical repugnance. It far exceeds any 
feeling of enmity that either of them 
may entertain toward the Turk, who has 
ground them both to the. dust during fiva 
centuries of the most unmitigated op- 
pression imaginable.''

Yet here is a 


hint that American dressmakers may 
avail "themselves of for- their encour- 
agement:' Many of the new- fashions are 
actually; designed and contrived by 
mere women, after all. They are wo- 
men and girls in the employ of the 
kings of women's fashions. They work 
regularly for these men at small wages 
and bring in hew designs that occur to 
them or that they study out. If one of 
these novel ideas promises to "take," 
then it Is either bought or simply ap- 
propriated by the male employer. 


Now, 
if French girls can design fash- 


ions American girls certainly can when 
they have had the training and expe- 
rience. But the American dressmakers 
have a larger undertaking on their 
hands than they seem aware of. They 
tackle their task with the happy confi- 
dence of 'those who know not Its diffi- 
culties. and that same happy confi- 
dence, 
based 
partly 
on 
ignorance 


though it be, is one of the best auguries 
for the final triumphant success of the 
American dressmaker. 


It was the happiest thought of the 


promoters of the recent exhibition of 
gowns in New York to display along 
with homemade ones an assortment of 
costumes from Paris. It was an inval- 
uable object lesson to the American 
modiste. If she used her wits, she saw 
how much she had yet to learn. That 
is the first step toward progress. It Is 
no disgrace to admit that in the tech- 
nique of all art, in the painstaking, 
careful, ^mechanical making of what- 
ever' the French undertake, they lead 
the world. The English admit it; so do 
all other nations. . 


The gowns at the exhibition in New 


York showed this unmistakably. 
Was 


a Paris creation placed upon a lay fig- 
ure beside an American one? 
The 


American' dress was made of splendid, 
costly material. 
It was elaborately 


wrought; -in some instances, so elabo- 
rately as to be painful. But the skirt 
sometimes wrinkled over the hips, even 
upon the dummy, there were also wrin- 
kles under the arms and about the 
shoulders. 
There was often, too, a 


general tumbly, "tacky" appearance to 
the tout ensemble. There was great 
and heaped up ornamentation, but 
sometimes ornamentation without ar- 
tistic design. The very sewing on of 
that lace which is now so universal a 
feature of garniture showed the differ- 
ence. 
The lace yoke of the French 


gown was fitted as exactly as if it had 
been a tailor made overcoat. 
Every 


stitch was in place, and it held. There 
was not a pucker in a seam anywhere. 
The inset lace medallions were a beau- 
tiful illustration, of this French ex- 
actness. 
The French bodice upon the lay figure 


fitted as It does upon the human figure 
when the French modiste flts it— with- 
out a wrinkle or a loose stitch any- 
where. With the French dressmaker 
there is always as much of a design be- 
forehand for a costume as there is with 
the artist for a great painting or in-the 
mind of the sculptor for a marble crea- 
tion. 
To think out this creation of 


art takes time. After it is thought out 
much more time is required to .mate- 
rialize it. American women who have 
had costumes made in Paris have often 
been not a little annoyed at the long 
delay before getting them. It seems to 
take a French costumer twice as long 
to make a gown as it does the Ameri- 
can costumer. It is because the French 
modiste Is engaged in a real labov of 
love, considering herself to be crea'c'ng 
as much of an art work as If she were 
makinR a painting or' a musical com- 
position. 
The French nation are the leading 


artistii of the world in all fields. They 
have given themselves up wholly to art 
expression since the days of Louis XIV. 
What wonder that all the world sits at 
the feet of Paris and learns of the 
French in matters of art expression! 
The American dressmaker is attempt- 
ing to perfect herself In the right way 
by taking object lessons from French 
modistes. It is not so much the design- 
Ing of costumes that she needs, to. 
know. That she is equal to in a meas- 
ure. It Is the technique of her art, the 
painstaking fitting", exact Joining; per- 
fect to a thread— yes, and the sewing 
itself sfre- needs • )to • . know. 
When a 


young American singer Is to be finished 
off for the operatic or concert stage, 
she always winds up her training "With 
a season of instruction in Paris- to get 
"style," which- tha most experienced 


musicians agree can be got nowhere 
else. If the American costumers suc- 
ceed in their determination to produce 
work which shall equal that of the 
French, those able to afford it.can. do 
nothing which w'ill aid them so. much 
as to spend a season or two in Paris 
learning the art of how to do.; English 
modistes do this, so do Germans, and,, 
the American is not yet so superior to 
these that she can ignore such an aid 
to her. art. Let her remember that it is 
an art and a most worthy one. There 
is no art higher'than. that of draping 
the beautiful living form. 


Miss .Elizabeth A. C. White,-the tal- 


ented and energetic, president- of the1 
American Dressmakers' Protective as- 
sociation', realizes what is necessary to 
place the modistes of. this country at 
the head of their trade. The; aspiring, 
yet teachable, spirit of these, hardwork- 
ing women is the one that will, win .out 
in time beyond a. doubt. What Ameri- 
can gowamakers can do with practice 
was shown in an odd way at their New 
York exhibition. Most of the gowns 
displayed were either dinner or ball 
costumes and those meant to be worn 
at various other evening affairs. -Con- 
sequently they were of light, fluffy ma- 
terial, lace, chiffon, liberty silk, net, 
muslin or silk mull. In these -the, ones 
that even a novice could distinguish as 
superior were ticketed from the south', 
where women wear thin, light fabrics 
four times as much as they do in Bos- 
ton, 
New York or Chicago. Of gowns 


of this sort notably beautiful ones were 
from Baltimore, Charleston and Dal- 
las.

SOMERS VOTES LICENSE 


After Many Years ol Temperance 


Kenosha County Town Will 


Now Have Saloon. 


After having been one of the -strong- 


est Prohibition towns in Southern Wis- 
consin for many years the town of Som- 
ers at the election on Tuesday decided 
to open its doors to the saloons. By a 
vote of thirty-two majority the exact 
vote by which license waa defeated at 
the last election on 'the subject the vot- 
ers decided to license the saloons this 
year. The vote came as a great surprise 
to the people of the town, and it is 
claimed that the saloon. men took ad- 
vantage of 'the fact that there was but 
one ticket .in the field to turn the tide 
in their favor. For the past decade- Som- 
ers has stood-strongly against the saloon, 
and the -old Scotch Presbyterian blood 
of 'the town has made its citizens known 
throughout the state as Prohibitionists. 
The few saloons that hive been started 
in 'the town have had a precarious ex- 
perience and were, invariably closed by 
the people bringing suits against 
the 


owners and barkeepers and forcing them 
'to pay heavy fines and costs in court. At 
present the calendar of the circuit court 
contains two such eases. The only ex- 
ception to this rule has been 
Central 


Park, and this resort has been practically 
free from molestation. 
But even with 


'this care liquor had been carried into 
the very village of Somers, and it is said 
that many of the voters had tired of the 
"Blind Pig" method and decided to vote 
to license the grog-shops. The license is 
placed at $400 a year and the 
town 


board will probably superintend the con- 
duct of the saloons.

action favoring negro suffrage, it is be- 
lieved will create a sensation 
in 
the 


southern states. After reciting that the 
southern states have taken steps to cir- 
cumvent national legislation giving suf- 
frage to negroes, the report - commends 
that congress be asked to take up the 
question without a moment's delay. 


It recommends also that this body be 


asked to cut down southern representa- 
tion and that a large sum: of money be 
appropriated to 'test the validity of the 
recently adopted constitptions in Alaba- 
ma, Virginia and other states in 
the 


south. 


Ablest counsel in this country will b'e 


employed to prepare and argument these 
cases regarding the constitutions men- 
tioned. In addition to the sums appro- 
priated it is proposed to ask the indi- 
vidual members of the club to contri- 
bute.
